In dramatic bid to meet autonomy goal 

Carter calls Begin and Sadat 
for White House meetings 

New Egypt-Israel c’tte 
to set talks timetable

WASHINGTON. — In & major development. President Jimmy 
Carter has invited Prime Minister Menahem Begin and President 
Anwar Sadat to Washington next month for separate meetings as 
part of an intensified U.S. effort to meet the May 26 target date for 
concluding the Palestinian autonomy negotiations.

Egypt and Israel have agreed to 
convene a steering committee In 
Tel Aviv on Sunday to draw up a 
“detailed timetable and agenda" 
with the aim of accelerating their 
negotiations on the proposed West 
Bank-Gaza Strip autonomy. 

The agreement was reached In an 
exchange of cables between 
Israel’s chief autonomy negotiator 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg and 
his Egyptian counterpart. Premier 
Mustapha Khalil. The suggestion to 
form the steering committee was 
initiated by Burg. 

In a surprise statement broad¬ 
cast by Cairo radio, Egyptian 
Minister of State for Foreign Af¬ 
fairs Butroa Ghall yesterday said 
that Egypt considered the current 
Initiative aimed at speeding up the 
autonomy negotiations to be highly 
Important. 

The two countries are scheduled 
to hold a high-level autonomy con¬ 
ference In Alexandria next Wednes¬ 
day, but no conclusions are likely 
before summit talks which U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter Is due to 
hold separately with President 
Anwar Sadat and Premier 
Menahem Begin next month in 
Washington. 

Chief American autonomy 
negotiator Sol Linowltz will arrive 
in Israel on Sunday to take port in 
next week’s autonomy 
deliberations, which might serve as 
a groundwork for the Washington 
summits. 

Meanwhile, a plan to convene 
committees on legal and economic 


affairs fell through mainly because 
of a dispute over what substantive 
Issues the two bodies were sup¬ 
posed to tackle. These include the 
thorny subjects of what powers and 
jurisdiction a proposed self- 
governing authority In the West 
Bank and Gaza would exercise. 

Burg yesterday reported that the 
autonomy negotiators had virtually 
completed the technical work con¬ 
nected with election modalities. 
“Our negotiations were good, fruit¬ 
ful he said. But he added that 
there was no agreement on substan¬ 
tive Issues of whether the council is 
to be an administrative or 
legislative body, and whether East 
Jerusalem would fall under its 
jurisdiction. 

He also disclosed that the DA 
had informed him last month that it 
viewed May 26 as the "deadline” 
for the completion of the 
negotiations, rather than a target 
date. 

The American delegation to the 
talks had used the word “deadline” 
at the meetings in The Hague on 
February 27 and 28, Burg told a 
National Religious Party meeting 
in Tel Aviv. i 

The minister recalled that be had 
protested the American divergence 
from the word "goal” used in 
letters Sadat and Begin had written 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter. 
“Deadline creates deadlock," Burg 
warned, adding that Israel would 
not accept an ultimatum. 

-But the chief U.S. delegate Sol 
Unowltz, replied.that Carter, the 
European governments And the 
Arabs view May 26 as “a deadline." 


Shamir raps Europeans for 
adopting anti-peace stand

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
yesterday urged the statesmen of 
Western Europe to keep in mind 
that tbefr pro-Paiestlnfan 
pronouncements might jeopardize 
the achievement of peace In the 
Middle East. 

He also called upon all sections of 
the Israeli public that reject pro- 
Palestinian views to demonstrate 
their unity. Only in that way can the 
government hope to convince 
•Western Kubope of the PIAVs true 
goals and of the threat it constitutes 
to Israel’s survival, he said. 

Shamir was replying to four 
motions for the agenda on Israel’s 
relations with Western Europe and 
the status- of the PLO. It was 
Shamir's first speech in the Knesset 
as foreign minister. 

The motions were presented by 
AbbaJSban (Alignment), Meir Pa’ll 
(Shell), Yehuda Ben-Meir 
(National Religious Party), and 
Ronnie Mfllo (Likud). AU but Pa’il’s 
were referred to the Foreign Af¬ 
fairs and Defence Committee.. 


Shamir said the statementa ot the 
European leaders advocating self- 
determination for the Palestinians 
did Israel “Incalculable damage." 
He asserted that these leaders were 
convinced that this was the 
Cheapest price they can pay for ofl 
and to promote the sale of their in¬ 
dustrial products. 

Those who call tor Palestinian 
self-determination ignore the fact 
that the Palestinian Arabs have in 
fact been given a state of their own 
— Jordan — which extends over 
more than three-fourths of the 
territory of Erets Yiarael, Shamir 
said. 

He described Jordan as “Palesti¬ 
nian in every respect” — popula¬ 
tion, culture, religion and language. 

Shamir said there was no doub¬ 
ting the desire ot these European 
states to maintain friendly 
relations with Israel. But this 
friendship is incompatible with sup¬ 
port tor the establishment of a 
Palestinian state and with fostering 
recognition of "the murderers’ 
organisation, the PLO," he argued.

Comptroller endorses 
Sharon farm deal

Post Economic Reporter - 
The State Comptroller yesterday 
declared that the lease of 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon's 
farm to the Levy Company Is in line 
with the Asher Committee rules 
concerning conflict of interest 
between a minister’s private in¬ 
terests and public responsibilities. 

But the Comptroller added that 
Sharon will hav(* to bring various 
matters relating to the farm before 
a ministerial committee tor deci¬ 
sion because his Interest in the 
farm will be renewed the moment 
the lease expires. 

The Comptroller stated that as 
Sharon expects the farm to return 
to him when be leaves the ministry, 
he retains (ui Interest In the fate of 
the farm, especially In all that 
relates to the long term. 

Therefore, states the Comp¬ 
troller, in cases that the 
Agriculture Minister or his subor¬ 
dinates are expected to decide on 
matters which may directly effect 
the farm's business beyond the 


period of the lease, Sharon, in ac¬ 
cordance with clause 7 of the Asher 
Committee rules, will have to pass 
the matter on to a ministerial com¬ 
mittee tor decision. 

The significance of this ruling Is 
that in almost all matters relating 
to the price of water, the price of 
produce, the price of leasing land, 
licence fees and various quota 
prices, the Agriculture Minister 
will have in advance to receive per¬ 
mission from the ministerial com- 
mittee (probably the economic 
cabinet) before making decisions 
that could affect hia farm. 
Observers note that this will make 
the minis try's functioning cumber¬ 
some. 

The Comptroller noted that per¬ 
mission to lease the farm In line 
with the Law of Agricultural Settle¬ 
ment is still outstanding. The 
Comptroller also noted that a 
ministerial committee will have to 
decide on the transfer of the lease 
temporarily from the Israel Lands 
Administration to the Levy Com-

Shekels to displace pounds October 1

TEL AVIV. — The Israeli shekel 
will officially replace the Israeli 
pound in all financial transactions 
on October 1, Oded Messer, ex¬ 
aminer of banks, announced here 
yesterday. 

He was reporting on an agree¬ 
ment reached earlier In the day in 
Jerusalem between Finance 
Minister Ylgael Hurvitz and Aram 
Gafny, governor of the Bank of 
Israel. 

Messer said; “We have no doubt 
that the commercial banks could 
have made arrangements to effect 
the switchover within a few 
months, hut then the problem does 
not concern only the banks, but all 
other firms and bodies which use 
computerised methods, such as the 
National Insurance Institute, the 


Electric Corporation, the 
municipalities, and other bodies. 
We felt that they needed more 
time." 

The main problem was expected 
to be post-dated cheques. Messer 
hoped that by October l all such 
“pound" cheques being held would 
be replaced by "shekel” cheques. If 
fchiy were, not, the banks would 
honour the "pound” cheques, but 
they would .be processed by hand 
and not through the computer. 

The new "shekel" cheques would 
carry the symbol of the shekel 
which would be a “shin.” Cheques 
bearing the IL symbol would not be 
honoured after October 1, He re¬ 
jected as "paving the way tor 
forgery'and falsifications" the Idea 
of stamping XL cheques with the 
"shin” symbol. 


A terse White House an¬ 
nouncement said the purpose of 
the meetings "will be to review 
the progress and pace of the 
autonomy negotiations for the 
West Bank and Gaza.” 

Presidential press secretary Jody 
Powell said Carter had extended the 
Invitations to Sadat and Begin on 
Tuesday during personal telephone 
calls to the Egyptian and Israeli 
leaders. . 

Poweti said the meetings would 
take place at the White House, and 
not at the Camp David mountain 
retreat where the three leaders con¬ 
cluded their "framework" agree¬ 
ment on Palestinian autonomy In 
September 1978. 

U.S. officials privately explained 
that Sadat and Begin were being 
asked to come to Washington 
separately because the president 
felt that such a format was more 
likely to result In progress on the 
autonomy talks than would be the 
case during a formal, three-way 
summit. 

Powell said that no final decision 
had yet been reached regarding the 
exact timing ot the two separate 
visits. He also said it remained un¬ 
clear which leader would arrive 
here first. 

U.S. special Middle East am¬ 
bassador Sol Linowltz leaves this 
weekend on a previously-seheduled 
visit to Israel and Egypt tor another 
round of autonomy talks. Powell 
said Linowltz's trip would now also 
Include “preparations” for the 
Carter-Sadat and Carter-Begln 
meetings. 

Powell and other U.S. officials 
made It clear the U.S. is very anx¬ 
ious to try to do everything possible 
to meet the May 26 target date for 
concluding the autonomy 
negotiations. 

But in response to questioning, 
Powell told a White House news 
briefing that those talks could canr 
ttoue beyond May 26 If all the par¬ 
ties demonstrated "sufficient 
momentum.". _ 

The White House spokesman said 
that Carter, Sadat and Begin agreed 
that meeting the target date re¬ 
quired another round of talks 
among "the architects of Camp 
David.” Such a high-level con¬ 
tingency, he said, has been under 
consideration tor several weeks, 
even before the fiasco of the U.S. 


vote March l at the UN Security 
Council condemning Israel. 

When a reporter asked Powell 
whether the President would dis¬ 
cuss the future status of Jerusalem 
during his talks with Sadat and 
Begin, the'spokesman deferred to 
Robert Hunter, the Middle East ex¬ 
pert on the National Security Conn¬ 
ell who was standing alongside. 
Hunter qald that Jerusalem was net 
envisaged as part of the autonomy 
framework with the single possible 
exception being whether East 
Jerusalem Arabs should be allowed 
to participate In the elections for the 
proposed self-governing authority. 
"Jerusalem was not part of Camp 
David as such,’’ he said. 

Egypt and the United States wont 
the East Jerusalem residents to be 
allowed to vote in the elections. 
Israel, so far, is opposed. PoweU 
refused to rule out completely the 
possibility that the April meetings 
here in Washington might lead to 
another three-way summit. "I don’t 
want to close the door to any 
possibilityhe said. "But that Is 
not our Intent." He denied knowing 
of any plans by Vice President 
Walter Mondale to visit Israel and 
Egypt, as reported in the Israeli and 
Egyptian press. 

Powell said that it has now been 
nearly a full year since Carter met 
personally with either Sadat or 
Begin. All of them agreed, he said, 
that now was an appropriate time to 
get together, "take stock" of the 
current situation and "explore ways 
to move forward." 

Some of the remaining stumbling 
blocks in the autonomy 
negotiations, Powell said, required 
"the highest level" of discussion, 
given their "sensitivity" and "Im¬ 
portance.” 

Diplomatic sources here listed In 
this category the questions of voting 
rights for the East Jerusalem 
Arabs, the establishment of new 
Israeli -settlements on the West 
Bank and Gaza, the role of the 
Israeli military government, and 
control of water sources in the 
territories. 

PoweU denied that the current 
autonomy talks were stalled. 

In terms of domestic presidential 
politics, yesterday’s announcement 
Is bound to help Carter among 
Jewish voters In next Tuesday’s

Separate Carter talks for Begin, Sadat 


Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
said last night that President Jim¬ 
my Carter had phoned to invite him 
to Washington for talks on the 
autonorhy negotiations. President 
Anwar Sadat had been invited 
separately, Begin said. 

. "These will not be three-way con¬ 
versations,” Begin told a Kol 
Yiarael reporter. "The date for the 
talks will be fixed in bilateral con¬ 
tacts, and Z assume I shall be going 
after Fessah (the second week In 
April) . 

Begin laughed when the reporter 
queried him about Washington 
press reports, which cited White 
House sources as saying Carter had 
warned him about the negative con¬ 
sequences of the failure of the 
autonomy talks. “The report la 
totally without foundation," Begin 


said. "Our phone conversation was 
wa r m and friendly. He invited me, 
and I accepted." 

The premier noted that ever since 
the Aswan summit he had express¬ 
ed his readiness for further 
meetings. “However, we don’t in¬ 
itiate summit meetings. If Presi¬ 
dent Carter issues an Invitation, wq 
accept," Begin said. “I assume 
President Sadat thinks the same 
way." 

Asked by the reporter about the 
likelihood of Ms being pressed to 
make concessions on autonomy, 
Begin said, "We have a plan for 
autonomy, and we also have the 
Camp David agreements. We can 
reach agreement on autonomy by 
May 26 provided we adhere to the 
Camp David agreements. We have 
no reason to budge from them." 


Ben-Elissar talk in Cairo blanked

CAIRO. — The foreign press club 
here cancelled a talk Israel am¬ 
bassador Dr. Ellahu Ben-Elissar 
was scheduled to give at its 
premises last night. No explanation 
was given for the move. 

Circles associated with the club 
said only that the Ben-Elissar brief¬ 
ing was put off following "pressure 
from the Egyptians." 

Earlier reports said that the head 
of the Egyptian state information 
centre, Safw&t Sherlf, had called 
the chairman of the press club, Ab¬ 
dullah Schleifer, to ask that the 
Ben-Elissar briefing be cancelled. 


Ben-Ellasar himself was reported 
to have been approached by a 
Foreign Ministry official who 
claimed that the Israel am¬ 
bassador’s public appearances 
were "still premature at this 
stage.” 

Informed sources here said that 
Minister of State far Foreign Af¬ 
fairs Butroa Ghall had recently cir¬ 
culated a policy paper calling oh 
Egyptians to cast a deliberate chin 
over Israel’s one-month-old em¬ 
bassy In retaliation for wbat was 
being, termed Israel's hardline 
stance on the West Bank and Gaza 
autonomy plan. 


Assad appoints new governors In 3 cities 


DAMASCUS (Reuter). — Syrian 
President Hafez Assad yesterday 
appointed new governors for three 
provincial cities In Syria in an ap¬ 
parent effort to counter popular dis¬ 
content with his government. 

The move came five days after 
the appointment of a new governor 
for the northern city of Aleppo, 
Syria’s second-biggest, which has 
been shaken by anti-government 


unrest and violence over the past 
few weeks. 

An announcement released here 
by the official Syrian Arab Newel 
Agency said the president had 
replaced the governors of Zdiib. 60 
km. southwest of Aleppo, Dar’a on 
the Syrian-Jordanian border, and 
Deir a-Zur near the border with 
Iraq. 


Italian gov’t falls—38th in 35 years 


ROME (Reuter). — Christian 
Democratic Premier Francesco 
Cossiga went to the presidential 
palace to resign last night after Ms 
weak minority coalition govern¬ 
ment lost vital support In parlia¬ 
ment. 

The 5l-year-old former law 
professor’s seven-month-old 
government, Italy’s 88th in 35 
yean, collapsed after the third- 
ranking Socialist Party announced 
it would no longer keep* it alive by 
abstaining on key parliamentary 
votes. 

Cossiga was banding in bis 


resignation to Italy's 85-year-old 
Socialist president Sandro PertinI, 
who faced the problem of finding a 
successor in a situation widely 
described here as a political 
stalemate. 

Cossiga went to the presidential 
palace after a brief cabinet meeting 
approved the resignation. Public 
Works Minister Franco Nlcolazxi 
said. 

Earlier, the outgoing premier 
told parliament in a debate on the 
future of his government that Italy 
badly needed political stability.

Knesset passes new 
Chief Rabbinate law 


Forecast: Partly cloudy. rising 
.temperatures. lower humidity.

By a vote ot 51-18, the Kneaaet 
yesterday passed the Chief Rab¬ 
binate Council Law. which provides 
that the two Chief Rabbis shall be 
elected for a 10-year term (instead 
of the present five) and sfiaD be in¬ 
eligible for re-election. 

The Labour wing of the Align¬ 
ment voted for the hill together with 
the coalition. Mapam voted 
against. The other nays'were cast 
by Deputy Premier Tigael Yadin, 
and Shai. Shell. Shul^mit Aloni 
(CRM), and Gideon. Bauaner 

OLP1. . 

Labour's support for the bill was 
worked out in protracted talks with 
the National Religious Party. In 
return for its votes. Labour insisted 
on a number of changes in the bill, 
including deletion of a clause 
declaring the chief rabbinate the 
authority on all questions of 
religion and Hakzcfta in Israel. 

Chief Rabbis Sblomo Goren and 
Ovadla Yosef will continue to serve 
until the first elections under the 
new law. These are to be held not 
later 1 Nissan (March IB) 1083. 
The two Incumbents will not be 
eligible to enter these elections. 

Rabbis Goren and Yosef were 
elected for five years in October 
1872. But the Knesset voted to ex¬ 
tend their terms — In 1977.1078, and' 
1979. 

The Conservative and Reform 
movements in Israel were un¬ 
successful In getting* the Knesset to 
delete the clause giving the chief 
rabinate council the power to 
authorize rabbis to perform 
marriages. At present, it is the 
minister for religious affairs‘who 
has this power. 

Proponents of. the new clause 
argued that In effect it did no*\con- 


stitute an innovation, since ths 
minister for religious affairs in any 
case always consults with the coun¬ 
cil before granting the authoriza¬ 
tion. ■ 

The new law provides that the 
two chief rabbis shall alternate in 
the offices of president of th e rab - 
binical court of appeals and presi¬ 
dent of the chief rabbinate council. 

The number of council members 
(now 10 plus the two chief rabbis) is 
increased to 16. by the inclusionof 
the chief rabbis of Jerusalem, Tel 
Aviv, Haifa and Beeraheba. (The 
Sephardi and Ashkenazi rabbis of 
each city will alternate.) 

The main objections of the bill’s 

opponents were that' it dis¬ 
criminates against non-Orthodox 
streams in Judaism and that an op¬ 
portunity was missed to legislate a 
single chief rabbi. Rabbi Richard 
Hirsch. executive director of the 
World Union for Progressive 
Judaism, reacted to the pass age of 
the new law by voicing the Reform 
movement's strenuous opposition 
to it. 

"The movement takes special ex¬ 
ception to paragraph 2, sub-section 
six. which changes for the worse 
the religious status quo, which is 
bad enough." 

He' said that the Reform move¬ 
ment was especially "shocked" by 
the tact that parties hitherto in 
favour of equal rights for Judaism’s 
various streams had yesterday 
voted for the law. Special shock was 
caused by Labour’s vote, he said, 
noting that Labour leader Shimon 
Peres only recently reiterated his 
party’s commitment to equal 
religious rights legislation. 

Hie movement expressed con¬ 
cern "that the taw would dam age 
Israel’s image abroad and harm 
relations between Israel and 
■ .Diaspora Jewry.

Arab educators hod hoped that 
the college, which comprised a 
small faculty of science, would 
become part of a planned 
Jerusalem University, a project 
which was recently promised 
massive cash support by the joint 
Jordanlan-PLO committee In Am¬ 
man. 

Military government sources say 
the closure decision was taken 
because there are already IS In¬ 
stitutes of higher education in the 
West Bank, and, with no pressure 


for places, there was no Justifica¬ 
tion for opening another In Abu Dis. 
But Arab reaction baa claimed that 
the move is an attempt to 
"eradicate the Arab character of 
Jerusalem." A large number of 
statements protesting the move 
have been published, in addition to 
telegrams sent to the Defence 
Ministry, foreign consulates, the 
International Red Cross and 
UNESCO. 

In another Issue, Arab sources 
continue to. allege harassment of 
residents at the Jalasoun refugee 
camp near Ramallah by Israeli 
troops and settlers living nearby.

55,000 refugees flee clash 
on Thai-Kampuchean border

BANGKOK (UPIL — A fierce bat¬ 
tle erupted in a border-straddling 
refugee camp on. Wednesday, sen¬ 
ding more than 55,000 people fleeing 
for their lives across the frontier. 

At least nine refugees were killed^ 
and 22 wounded In the day-long 
fighting at Camp Rebou. on the 
Thai-Kampuchean frontier about 
250 km east of Bangkok. 

The swaggering, gun-toting camp 
leader, self-styled “marshal" Van 
Saren claimed the fighting was 
sparked by a Vietnamese artillery 
barrage against the encampment 
shortly after dawn. 

Western relief workers In the 
area, however, said the fighting 
broke out after one group of anti¬ 


communist Khmer Serai (free 
Kampuchean) soldiers attempted a 
coup against Van Saren and his 
leadership. 

Van Saren's headquarters and 
another 23 buildings or thatohed- 
roof huts were burned to the 
ground. Van Suren, who escaped 
apparently unscathed, told 
reporters at the border that his out¬ 
post hod been set afire "by Viet¬ 
namese spies sent to infiltrate my 
camp." 

There was no immediate confir¬ 
mation of Van Saren’s claim of ar¬ 
tillery fire but Western analysts in 
the area said several mortars may 
have exploded during the battle.

On the moon, weighing one-alxth 
his earthly mass, he remembers 
feeling carefree, elated, as If he 
could set the world record in high 
Jumping. 

‘*1 jumped a number of metres,” 
he recalls. But lifting himself off 
the surface of the moon on one occa¬ 
sion caused Us life-saving pack to 
pull him back unexpectedly and he 
lost his balance. His bead jerked 
back, increasing tbs tension on the 
zljxper of fafonult.

The lunch was in anticipation of 
Strauss's visit to the United States, 
which will include a meeting with 
President Carter. 

"The rple of cold warrior la so 
Identified with me that I don't have 
to apologize,” he said. "My reputa¬ 
tion in Moscow Is not the most 


favourable.” 

STILL, while Schmidt and other 
senior Bonn officials were forced by 
•circumstances last month to post¬ 
pone visits to and from East Euro¬ 
pean officials, Strauss dropped In 
cm Rumanian party chief Ntcoloe 
Ceausescu in Bucharest. 

The trip prompted political 
.observers to ask whether Strauss 
had undergone a miraculous 
transformation or simply was prac¬ 
tising shrewd election tactics. 
Where, It was queried, was that- 
choleric rostrum-pounder Strauss, 
who in 1374 said, "What we need 
here In this country is the 
courageous citizen who chases the 
red rats where they belong"? 

. The answer appears to be that he 
Is reading the same public opinion 
polls as Schmidt -— which show 
West Germans to be more worried 
about the prospects for peace than 
at any time since the 1961 Berlin 
crisis. Strauss apparently Is engag¬ 
ed in a contest with Schmidt over 
who can look more statesmanlike. 

“As a candidate, I must speak a 
different language than as a leader 


in parliament," he explained at the 
lunch with correspondents, "I must 
be careful and moderate in my 
statements." 

With that, he warmed up, at¬ 
tacking Schmidt's government for 
having "confused and poisoned 
West Germany with a romantic illu¬ 
sion of detente,” and for giving the 
word "solidarity" a "bad after¬ 
taste." He said he prefers the term 
"common Interest." 

But, like Schmidt, he criticized 
Carter for falling In the past to con¬ 
sult enough with the NATO allies in 
matters that affected Europe. He 
also left the door open to the Soviet 
Union by reiterating a willingness 
to visit Moscow if the Kremlin in¬ 
vited him — although he asserted 
that he has "no intention of 
changing" his attitude. 

What is the difference, he was 
asked, between what he calls his 
"realistic" detente and Schmidt's 
“romanticism?” "The difference is 
I see detente not as an end In itself, 
but as a method to reduce the con¬ 
flict,” he said.

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Banks hold majority of 


assets in foreign coin

TEL AVIV. — The majority of the 
assets of Israeli banks were In 
foreign currency for the first time, 
fri 1979, Odcd Messer, Examiner at 
Banks, said here yesterday. 

In 1979, the total of all bank 
balance sheets from their activities 
within the country stood at 
TLl.aon. Of this s'um, only ZL»7,> 
730,000 was in Israel pounds, and 
IL60S,276,000 was in the equivalent 
of various foreign currencies. In the 
preceding yean the majority of the 
assets was in Israel pounds ^but the 
growth of foreign currency in the 
banks' assets has been steadily 
growing over the past years. 

Messer pointed out that in 1978 
the total of all bank balance sheets 
within Israel, not counting the 
assets of their branches abroad, 
had been IL548m. Although the 
figure for 1979 constituted a 
"nominal" growth of 120 per cent 
over the previous year, the "real" 
growth was 12 per cent. 

He compared this to the B per cent 
growth in the ONP in 1979, but 
pointed out that much of the growth 
in the banking system was due to 
more activity within the banks 
themselves. Nevertheless, the 
■ hanking system had grown faster 
than the GNP. 

. To the figure of ILl.SOQh. within 


Israel must be added the total of 
Israeli bank branches abroad. This 
would add another $flb. to |S.5b. r or 
another IL220b. to IL280b. 

The foreign branohes made 
"nice" profits, If not as high as 
those of the local banks abroad. 

The Big Three banks, Leumi, 
Hapoallm and Discount, continued 
In 1979 to account for about 91 per 
cent of all banking activity (as they 
had done In 1978). The remaining 9 
per cent of business was in the 
hands of all other banks. 

There were 998 bank branches in 
the country in 1978. This figure 
grew by 24 branohes to 1,020 at the 
end of 1979. However, the number of 
employeee grew by 9.8 per cent in 
1979 (to reach about 80,000), while 
jhe overall growth of the labour 
force grew by only 2.8 per cent. 
Thus, the banks increased their 
number of employees much fester 
than the general average of the 
economy. 

Prof. Yair Orgler, of Tel Aviv 
University, pointed out that the 
wages of bank employees Increased 
only moderately, by 10 to 12 per 
cent in 1979 In “real" figures. 

Messer said that "in relation to 
their paid-up capital, the basks lost 
2.7 per cent In 1979, that la to say, 
they did not make any real profit." 
However, this erosion was due to 
taxes.

Visitors coming on charter flights 
spend more money than others 


By SHLOMO MAOZ 
Je^tMalera Post Reporter 
Tourists arriving here u port of 
organized package tours spend 
more money' than tourists who 
arrive in other ways, This emerges 
from a .survey conducted In 
February and March lBt9, which 
. was released by Lhe Central Bureau 
of Statistics yesterday. 

These findings contradict El ATB 
contention that tourists coming on 
charter flights spend less than 
those arriving on scheduled flights. 
On the basts of this argument, El Ai 
has in the past demanded that 
charter flight* to Israel be cur¬ 
tailed. 


Tourists arriving on organized 
tours which included organized 
Sightseeing trips spent about 5810 
each, compared to an expenditure 
of only 3750 per regular tourist. 

The survey also indicates that 
Swiss and German tourists spend 
the largest sums per capita, about 
$ 1 , 000 . French tourists average S900' 
each and Americans and Dutchmen 
5500. Australian tourists spent the 
least, averaging only about 5400. 

The average outlay per tourist 
was $780 per visit, and the average 
stay was 18 nights, meaning an 
average expenditure of 543 a day. 

Some 46 per cent of- tourists said 
they Intend to return for a second 
visit within two years. 


Polysarig Textiles opens new TA plant

TEL AVIV, — The Polysarig tex¬ 
tile factory, which will be formally 
inaugurated here today, expects to 
export goods valued at 53m. during 
the current year .to West Germany, 
Itamar Gerstl. managing director 
Of the plant, said yesterday. 

The plant actually opened in 1978, 
and during the first year of.ac¬ 
tivities, In which it waa run in, ex¬ 
ports totalled $800,000. Last year, 
they Jumped to 52m. 

The plant employs 170 persons, 
about half of them women. 


Polysarig Is owned 60 per cent by 
Schlesaer Holdings, which is 
registered in Zurich, and which has 
far-ranging Interests in Weat Ger¬ 
many, supplying high-quality un¬ 
derclothing to exclusive shops. Its 
turnover in West Germany last 
year was DM400m. 

The remaining 40 per cent are 
owned by Polygon Textile Dyeing 
Works, of Haifa, The two partners 
also have another plant in Tamara, 
in the Galilee, which employs 120 
persons, and which waa opened 18 
months ago. A third plant is plann¬ 
ed for Usslfiya.

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Missed milestone 


TODAY was to have been the day on which the process of nor¬ 
malization between Egypt and Israel was to have been formally 
completed. At least, it was supposed to be the day on which the 
formalities involved In the process were to be sealed. 

Originally normalization was meant to proceed at a much 
more leisurely pace. July 26 was set as the target date for the 
negotiations on bilateral accords in the fields of economics, 
trade, aviation, culture and tourism. 

Cooperation in these fields is what constitutes real good- 
neighbourly relations — or what Dr. Butros QiaU, the Egyptian 
minister of state for foreign affairs, termed “active peace.” Dr. 
Ghall also took it upon himself to warn Israelis earlier this year 
that the bilateral agreements would never actually get signed 
unless an accord on the autonomy were first concluded by its 
own target date of May 26. 

Dr. Ghali was, however, overruled by President Sadat, who 
right after the Aswan summit in late January ordered the begin¬ 
ning of the bilateral talks advanced by six months, and conclud¬ 
ed by March 20. 

The results so far have been pretty meagre. An air accord has 
been signed granting El Al, Israel’s national carrier, landing 
rights In Cairo, and a privately-owned Egyptian comppy es- 
. peel ally set up for the purpose, Nefertiti, the same rights in Lod. 

A number of agreements have been initialled, but they are 
' still a long way off from being concluded. 

: True, ambassadors have been exchanged between Jerusalem 
and Cairo, and the Israel media now get almost daily reports 
directly from the Egyptian capital by their own personnel. But 
normalization in the real sense remains a pious wish. It is near¬ 
ly non-existent on the person-to-person level, and only super¬ 
ficially on the level of government-to-government. 

Mr. Sadat's latest pledge of his intention to press ahead with 
the normalization is somewhat less than wholly reassuring*He 
■ was addressing Egypt's medical association, one of several 
-professional groups opposed to any speed-up of the normaliza¬ 
tion, and he spoke in terms that had earlier been reserved for 
the use of Dr. Ghali, his authorized "hawk.” 

He clearly hinted that the quality of normalization would be 
determined by the outcome of the autonomy talks, and he called 
upon Israel to "prove Its intentions" by May 26. There are only 
ten weeks left before that critical date. 

Unlike Dr. Ghali, President Sadat has yet to indicate what 
course of action he would favour If the target were missed. But 
he did describe it, this week, as a final deadline. 

' This same view was contested vigorously this week by 
Premier Begin, notably in an appearance before the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee. He, for his part, in¬ 
sisted that May 26 had been conceived as a target date and not 
as a deadline, and suggested that it would be no tragedy if the 
talks were wrapped up sometime later. 

Mr. Begin may be right. But it will not do for him to take 
things, as it were, in his stride, and to ignore the fact that, for 
Mr. Sadat, time is Indeed of the essence. 

2h his address to the Egyptian doctors this week the Egyptian 
leader appeared to have made one major concession to the 
Israeli side by agreeing to exclude twcTdlvisive Issues from the 
scope of the current talks. These are the disposition of water 
resources, and the future of Israel's settlements In the ad¬ 
ministered areas. 

This still leaves a number of Egyptian demands that, as Mr. 
Begin rightly insists, cannot be reconciled with the letter and 
spirit of Camp David. But the same Is true, as the Egyptians 
(and the Americans, too) are saying, of several Israeli claims. 
An excess of self-righteousness on either side will not contribute 
to the necessary solution. 

President Garter has, therefore, once again decided to involve 
himself personally in the negotiations — with separate meetings 
to be held in Washington with Mr. Begin and Mr. Sadat. 

The question is whether he will he able to repeat, In this form, 
the meeting of minds be helped engineer at Camp David. 


Good intentions not enough 


HARDLY a day passes by without some exasperating new 
revelation of poor performance by the government and Its ig¬ 
norance of (If not disdain for) proper rules of official conduct. 

The latest case is that of Korat Gag, which this week was the 
object of an unprecedentedly sharp blast from the State Comp¬ 
troller. That enterprise was thought up as a way to ease the 
housing problem by substituting charity for economic policy, 
and was sponsored by Prime Minister Begin himself. 

What was supposed to be a philanthropic undertaking turned 
out to be a disorderly, speculative venture in gold. The venture 
paid off, but this is irrelevant. For It might easily have been 
otherwise — if, for example, the U.S. had raised the Interest 
rate three months earlier. 

In that event, Korat Gag would have had to foot the bill for the 
substantial expenses of its secretary, former shipping magnate 
Melr Halevy, who was the moving spirit behind it ail. The State 
Comptroller’s report shows that the dividing line between Mr. 
Halevy’s own business interests and the substantial costs of this 
charitable sortie into high finance was and remains blurred. 

The entire scheme was questionable from the start. Israel has 
for many years successfully Issued and sold coins and medals 
through the state-owned Israel Coins and Medals Company. 
Marc Chagall would probably have been as willing to lend Ids 
name to a special Issue in that framework, had he been asked. 

As the State Comptroller's report shows, the project did not 
enhance the dignity of the Prime Minister’s office, nor. of 
course, did it make a'dent in the housing problem.

SOME OF US are occasionally wise 
enough to learn from our mistakes. 
A few of ua are even wiser, and are 
willing to learn from the mistakes 
of others as well. 

This Is said in the hope that the 
Labour Party and its chairman, 
who will In all likelihood constitute 
the next government of Israel, will' 
be wise enough to learn from their 
own mistakes when they were In 
power, and from the mistakes of the 
Likud during the three-year hold on 
power that has proven so 
catastrophic to It Itself and to all 
Israel 

Whether or not the policies es¬ 
poused by Prime Minister Begin 
and Ms Likud are mistaken is, of 
course, a legitimate matter for 
debate. What Is beyond debate Is 
the fact that neither Mr. Begin nor 
the Likud has been able to put 
together a cabinet team capable of 
governing In the most elementary 
sense of that word. Israel under the 
Likud is not so much wrongly 
governed as abominably ruled. 

Part of the breakdown of govern¬ 
ment under the Likud Is due to the 
generally disappointing quality of 
the men it has elevated to the 
highest ranks of office and political 
power. But a much larger element 
in the breakdown is the total lack of 
coordination, teamwork and 
minimal human relations among 
the men in the cabinet and In the 
broader administration. The record 
of Labour governments In bygone 
days is ample illustration of the 
thesis that even mediocre ministers 
can perform passably well in the 
context of coordinated teamwork. 


IT IS OFTEN forgotten thatthe rot 
began under Labour. The internal 
chaos and circus atmosphere that 
characterize the Begin government 
had their antecedents in the Rabin 
government. Messrs. Begin, Weis? 
man. Sharon, Levy, Hurvitx, Patt 
and Moda’i did not invent their act. 
They had the precedent set by 
Messrs. Rabin and Feres to follow. 

The sheer inability to rule .that 
began to show Itself in the latter 
part of Rabin’s administration 
should fully justify a demand by the 
electorate that Labour, which Is 
presenting itself today as the life-
